ARTICLE  I.  Nam© 


This  chapter  organized  Jan*  12,  I96I  shall  be  known  as 
the  Honorable  Petor  Tilton  Chapter. 

ARTICLE  IX,  Objects 

The  Objects  of  the  Hon.  Peter  Tilton  Chapter  are  to^  pro- 
mote the  objects  of  the  National  Society  Colonial  Dames 
XVII  Century. 

1.  To  aid  in  the  preservation  of  the  records  and  the 
historical  shrines  of  our  country. 

2.  To  foster  interest  in  historical  colonial  research. 
To  aid  in  the  education  of  the  youth  of  our  country. 
To  commemorate  the  noble  and  historic  deeds  of  our 
ancestors,  the  founders  of  our  Great  Republic. 

5.  To  maintain  zealously  those  high  principles  of  vir- 
tue, courage,  and  patriotism  which  led  to  the  inde- 
pendence of  the  Colonies  and  the  foundation  and  es-p 
tablishment  of  the  United  States  of  America.. 

6.  To  aid  in  the  establishment  of  a  Library  of  Heraldry 
and  preserve  the  lineage  and  Coats  of  Arms  of  our 
Armorial  ancestors. 

7.  To  develop  a  library  specializing  in  the  seventeen- 
th century  American  colonial  data. 

ARTICLE  111  Eligibility 

Eligibility  for  membership  shall  be  the  eligibility  re- 
quirements of  the  National  Society  as  stated  in  Article 
111  of  the  National  Bylaws • 

Section  1.    Any  American  woman  of  good  moral  character, 
eighteen  years  of  age  or  over,  is  eligible  for  member- 
ship, provided  she  is  acceptable  to  the  Society  and  is 
the  lineal  descendant  of  an  ancestor  who  lived  and  per- 
formed his  service  in  one  of  the  British  Colonies  in  the 
Continental  United  States  of  America  prior  to  170I. 
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Section  2»     Proof  of  any  of  the  following  services,  which 
occured  before  1701,' is  required:     (See  National  Bylaws, 
Article  111,  Section  2.) 

ARTICLE  IV  Membership 

Section  1.    The  nane  of  applicants  shall  be  presented  to 
the  chapter  president  and  ijoted  on  by  ballot  at  a  time 
when  the  applicant  is  not  present.    Majority  vote  shall 
elect.     The  prospective  member  must  be  endorsed  by  tv/o 
members  in  good  standing  to  whom  the  applicant  is  preson- 
ally  known. 

Section  2,    Mec^bership  shall  be  by  written  invitation 
from  the  president.     Acceptance  is  limited  to  one  ycor 
unless  the  applicant  submits  an  acceptable  excuse  re- 
questing an  extension  of  time. 

Section  3.  The  transfer  of  a  member  in  good  standing 
from  another  chapter  to  the  Hon.  Pet,er  Tilton  Cliapter 
shall  be  by  invitation  and  approval  of  the  chapter • 

Section         The  transfer  of  a  member  in  good  standing 
and  desiring  to  transfer,  sliall  request  a  transfer  card 
and  a  copy  of  her  lineage  papers.    Upon  payment  of  the 
required  fee  of  $2.00  into  the  chapter  treasury  for  copy- 
ing, the  lineage  papers  shall  be  forv/arded  to  the  regis- 
trar of  the  new  chapter..    The  member's  original  papers 
shall  be  retained  by  the  chapter  registrar  of  the  first 
chapter  she  joined, 

ARTICLE  V 

Section  1.     The  elective  officers  of  this  chapter  shall 
be  a  President,  First  Vice  President,  Second  Vice  Pres- 
ident, Chaplain,  Recording  Secretary,  Treasurer,  and  re- 
gistrar i.. 

Section  2.    The  term  of  office  shall  be  two  years  and  no 
officer,  may  succeed  herself  except  the  Registrar  and  the 
Treasurer  unless  she  is  filling  an  unexpired  term.  No 
member  shall  hold  more  than  one  office  at  a  time.: 

Section  3«    The  nomination  of  officers  shall  take  place 
at  a  meeting  in  the  fall  of  the  even  numbered  years,  to 
be  elected  at  a  meeting  prior  to  the  State  or  National 
Conference,  and    installed  at  the  meeting  following  the 
National  Conference. 


ARTICLE  VI    Duties  of  officers 


Section  1.     The  Chapter  President  shall  have  all  of  the 
duties  prescribed  in  these  chapter  B:,'lav;s,  the  Bylav/s 
of  the  State  and  national  ciocieties  and  the  Parlianentary 
authority  adopted  by  the  National  Society.     She  shall 
presida  at  all  meetings  of  the  chapter  and  of  the  Exec- 
utive Board.-    She  shall  appoint  all  committees  she  nay 
thinlc  advisable  or  necessary.    She  shall  be  ex-oficio 
member  of  all  committees  except  the  Nominating  Gonrnitteo. 
She  shall  appoint  the  Parliamentarian. 

Section  2.     The  First  Vice  President,  in  the  absence  of 
the  President,  shall  perform  all  duties  pertaining  to 
that  office,  or  at  the  request  of  the  President  shall 
serve  in  other  capacities,  she  shall  automatically  be- 
come President  in  the  case  of  the  death  or  incapacity 
of  the  President  and  shall  serve  out  the  term  so  desig- 
nated.   She  shall  be  responsible  for  the  general  arrange— 
ments  for  the  regular  meetings  and  shall  be  program  chair- 
man for  her  term.- 

Section  3..    The  Second  Vice  President  shall  assume  duties 
of  the  President  or  Vice  President  if  necessary  and  per- 
form such  duties  as  the  President  may  require. 

Section  he     The  Chaplain  shall  perform  the  duties  usual 
to  this  office  and  shall  notify  the  State  and  National 
Chaplain  of  all  deaths  in  the  chapter,  v/ith  address  and 
National  Number.     She  shall  conduct  the  Menorial  Service 
for  deceased  members  at  the  annual  meeting. 

Section  5*     The  Recording  Secretary  shall  record  and  be 
custodian  of  all  min«tes  of  the  Executive  Board  and  the 
chapter  meetings.     She  shall  keep  a  corrected,  up-to-date 
copy  of  the  B^^laws. 

Section  6*     The    Treasurer  shall  receive  all  funds  of  the 
chapter,  and  shall  deposit  same  in  a  !;ational  Bank  to  the 
credit  of  the  Hon.  Peter  Tilton  Chapter  N.S.C.D.  XVII  C. 
She  shall  draw  thereon  for  paynent  of  the  bills  author- 
ized by  the  cha.pter,  the  President,  and  the  Executive 
Board..    She  shall  file  all  vouchers,  render  a  report  at 
each  meeting  of  the  Executive  Board  and  the  Chapter,  and 
at  the  Annual  ileeting  after  her  books  have  been  audited. 
The  Treasurer's  books  shall  be  closed  ten  days  before 
the  date  of  the  Annual  ileeting.     She  shall  report  im- 
mediately to  the  State  Registrar  all  changes  in  the  mem- 
bership including  deaths,  marriages,  transfers,  resigna- 
tions, members  dropped,  and  change  of  address.     She  sliall 
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report  said  changes  to  the  State  Treasurer  on  or  before 
January  lirst-    She  shall  notify  the  nemborship  of  notices 
of  duos  by  the  L'ovonbcr  meeting. 

Section  7»  Tl'^e  Chapter  Kegistrar  shall  have  custody  of 
all  lineage  papers  and  shall  examine  all  applications 
uenbcrship  regarding  proof,  signature  of  applicants,  No- 
tary Piiblic,  Chapter  Officials  as  listed  on  the  face  of 
tlie  lineage  papers.     These  papers,  along  v/ith  the  Chapter 
check  in  the  amount  of  the  current  iiational  application 
foe,  she  s: all  send  to  the  Registrar  General  for  approval. 
She  shall  keep  a  current  alphabetical  file  of  menbers  by 
recording  deaths,  marriages,  resignations,  transfers,  mem- 
bers dropped  for  non-payment  of  dues,  and  change  oi  address. 
Lineage  papers  of  the  Hon,  Peter  Tilton  Chapter  can  not 
be  copied  \7ith0ut  the  pormissicr.  of  the  ov/ner. 

Section  C.     The  Parliamentarian,  appointed  by  the  Chapter 
President,  is  a  member  of  the  i^^xecutive  Board  without 
vote  and  shall  perform  the  duties  usual  to  her  office  and 
be  chairman  of  the  Bylav/s  Committee.     She  shall  endeavor 
to  ind  the  correct  answer  to  questions  referred  to  her  by 
the  Chapter  President,  l]xccutive  Board,  and  members, 

ARTICLE  VII    Executive  Board 

Section  1.     The  Executive  Board  of  the  Chapter  shall  con- 
sist of  the  officers  and  the  Parliamentarian.     The  ;i;xecu- 
tive  Board  shall  transact  all  business  necessary  betv^een 
cl aptcr  meetings.     Board  meetings  shall  be  at  the  call  of 
the  President. - 

ARTICLE  VIII    Dues  arid  Fees 

Sectio^n  1.     Chapter  dues  shall  be  sp9«^50»  sufficient  to 
include  State  and  National  dues.     In  the  event  of  an  in- 
crease of  National  or  State  dues,  the  Chapter  dues  shall 
be  increased  in  the  same  ar^ount. 

Section  2.     The  application  fee  for  all  members  in  the 
Hon,  Peter  Tilton* Chapter  shall  be  the  current  National 
application  fee.     Supplemental  fees  shall  be  the  current 
National  Supplemental  fee. 

Section  3.    A  member  \rho  has  been  dropped  for  non-pay- 
ment of  dues. to  this  chapter  may  be  re-instated  by  the 
payment  of  an  amount  equal  to  the  current  l^ational  dues 
for  two  years,   (National  Bylaws,  Article  X,  Sec,  8), 
plus  the  current  chapter  dues. 
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Section  h.  The  f  jscr.l  yer.r  of  this  chapter  shall  bccin 
January  first  and  the  Treasurer  shall  on  Ilovcnbcr  first 
send  out  all  notices  for  the  dues  for  the  co:;in£:  year. 

Section  5»    A  i.ienorial  shall  he  nl^on  by  the  ch^aptcr  at 
the  death  of  a  r;Gnber  of  Her.,  Peter  I'ilton  Cliaptcr.  The 
nearest  of  kin  shall  be  the  choice  of  a  ^2f^00  uen- 

orial  [i.l-t  to  the  L'ational  Colonial  Danes  :rVII  Cei.tury 
Library,  or  a  Colonial  Dai.cs  Corjotory  iirrkcr.     x-'.c  cost 
shall  be  taken  frci.  the  interest  received  froi;  Certifi- 
cat.-.n  of  Deposit  v;l:ich  v.'crc  ciJ^ts  to  the  chapt:r. 

Section  6.  Do::ations  over  -.nd  abo  'c  re-:ular  dues  L.ay  be 
ordered  by  two-thirds  vote  at  a  rc--ular  necting, 

ARTICLE  IX  iieetinss 

Section  1.     Unless  ordered  by  the  jL.xecutivc  Board,  the 
ch^aptcr  shall  liold  five  nectincs  each  year:  the  t:"-ird 
Monday  of  Septeubor,  hover^bcr.  He  rch,  l-iay,  and  July, 

Section  2,     The  Annual  iieetinc  at  this  chapter  shi^ill 
be  in  May. 

Section  3»  Five  members  present  shall  constitute  a  quo- 
rum at  all  regular  meetings  of  the  chapter. 

Section  ^.     Special  meetings  of  this  chapter  or  of  the 
Executive  Board  nay  be  called  by  the  ^resident  or  at  the 
request  of  thj?ee  members  of  the  Executive  Board,  or  at 
the  request  of  five  members  of  the  chapter.     The  latter 
shall  be  in  vrriting. 

Section  5-    Delerates  and  alternates  for  State  and  l.'.-t- 
ional  Conferences  sliall  be  elected  at  the  hovomber  meet- 
ing of  this  chapter. 

ARTICLE  X    Standing  Comi.iittees 

Section  1.  See  Indiana  State  Bylav^s ,  Article  XIII,  ^ec, 
A  and  B. 

ARTICLE  XI  Amendments 

Section  1,    Amendments  to  these  Bylaws  may  be  adpoted  by 
a  tv70-thicds  vote  of  the  members  present  and  voting  at  a 
regular  meeting  of  this  chapter,  or  at  a  meeting  of  this 
chapter  called  for  this  purpose,  providing  that  notice 
of  the  proposed,  amemdmemt  or  amendments  has  been  given 
at  the  previous  meeting  or  provided  tl^iat  such  notice  has 
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"beon  nailed  to  oach  membor  of  this  chapter  thirty  days 
in  advance  of  said  regular  or  called  meeting. 

Section  2,    Any  anendncnts  adopted  by  the  National  Soc- 
iety Colonial  Danes  }C7II  Century  shall  autonatically  be- 
cone  effective  in  this  chapter  (National  Bylavnj,  Article 
XIII,  Coc.  ^1-.).
